VATICAN CITY, Dec. 24 
(AP) — Pope Pius XII pro- 
claimed the morality of defen- 
sive war and called on the 
world yesterday to give the 
United Nations “the right and 
power” to prevent aggression. 

In some of the strongest 
words of his 18-year reign, the 
head of the Roman Catholic 
Church condemned Commu- 
nism in his annual Christmas 
message for trying “to impose 
on all peoples, in one way or 
another, a special and intoler- 
able way of life.”

Chill and crowded sleeping quarters 
for the travellers had been provided in a little 
gallery at the back, and the board was consider- 
ing taking off a bit of the yard to build a sitting 
room of sorts. Meanwhile the fourpence were 
being distributed, but the money no longer 
bought much food. Entertainment? Well, what 
do people expect? 

On this particular Christmas Eve, however, 
Dickens took charge—and this we may believe 
éven though he pretends he is telling only a 
story. He was able to persuade the housekeeper, 
since Christmas comes but once a year, to let 
him entertain the travellers in the house this 
night. So from the inn came turkey and_ beef, 
sauces, vegetables and sundries. And Dickens 


himself mixed the wassail which, he admits, was | 


“a glorious jorum.” 


Charles Dickens, of course, was a great one 
for Christmas, but he was an odd one, too. He 
published a weekly, “Household Words,” for 
which he wrote a Christmas story every year. 
But he had the notion that Christmas stories 
should be about ghosts and ghouls. He even 
made a bargain with Wilkie Collins, spook- 
ster extraordinary, to help him with some of 
the stories. Feéling that Christmas is more en- 
joyable without a touch of the weird, we need 
not read these stories tonight. But Dickens 
started the series with a story—or rather an és- 
say—describing a Christmas tree and the little 
tapers and bright objects on its boughs: 


There were rosy-cheeked dolls, hiding be- 
hind the leaves; and there were real watches 
(with movable hands, at least, and an end- 
less capacity for being wound up) dangling 
from innumerable twigs; there were French- 
polished tables, chairs, bedsteads, ward- 
robes, eight-day clocks, and various other 
objects of domestic furniture (wonderfully 
made, in tin, at Wolverhampton), perched 
among the boughs, as if in preparation for 
some fairy housekeeping; there were jolly, 
broad-faced little men, much more agree- 
able in appéarance than many real men— 
and no wonder, for their heads took off, and 
showed them to be full of sugar-plums; 
there were fiddles and drums; there were 
tambourines, books .. . guns, swords and 
banners . . imitation apples, pears, and 
walnuts, crammed with surprises; in short 
. . » there was everything and more. 


Most of us. will be glowing beside such a tree 
tonight and, like Dickens, our thoughts may be 
drawn back to the trees of our childhood, indeed 
to all the Christmas trees and all the Christmas 
gifts we can remember. Could there be a more 
delightful way of composing an autobiography? 
From dolls and lead soldiers, memories will 
move to mechanical building sets and footballs; 
from books in which “A” was for Apple and “Z” 
was for Zaney to Tom Swift, and then Becky 
Sharp. 


A little of the wonder will wear off, no doubt, 
as we réach slippers and scarves, but by then 
personal recollections — especially of friends 
gathered at gay Christmas parties—will become 
more important than what's on the tree, or under 
it. Each bough on this memory-tree may stand 


. for a year, yet as we move from one to another 


there will be no diminution in the richness of 
Christmas. 

The ribbons may come off the fancy-paper 
packages with a little less eagerness. But the 
candles will burn’as brightly as ever. The 
wreaths will be as heavy with red holly and 
blue juniper. The carols will be as elear. Each 
bough will bring greater warmth, deeper joy. 

And so we wish you such another Christmas, 
and with the oldest greeting of all: Peacé on 
earth to men of good will. 


Keep This Alarm Clock in Japan 

Anybody who has had his morning sleep dis- 
turbed by a crowing rooster on the farm, rev- 
eille bugle in the Army or honking motorists 
in the metropolis, will be alarmed by a report 
from Japan. 


Geneticists there, experimenting with cross- 
breeding, have produced roosters that can 
awaken farmers with a non-stop alarm clock 
crow of 15 to 20 seconds. As we remember the 
American rooster, its ordinary three or four 
Second cock-a-doodle-do was sufficient. 

Shakespeare well described that barnyard 
Salutation to sunrise: 

The cock, that is the trumpet to the morn, 

Doth with his lofty and shrill-sounding throat 

Awake the god of day. 

It would be all right if roosters with such 
stentorian voices were kept in Japan but if they 
came over here, théy would be a bigger nuisance 
than Japanese gold fish and a bigger pest than 
the Japanese beetle. Ordinarily we are for low 
tariffs but in this case we think something 
should be done to guarantee a high duty on any 
feathered Japanese alarm clocks. 
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Fewer Acres, More Bushels 

From lowa comes another reminder of how 
difficult it is to control production of surplus 
crops by reducing the acreage planted to them. 

In some parts of lowa, as in Missouri, 1956 
was a tough drouth year, following several years 
of abnormally low moisture. Yet the state's 
corn production averaged 51 bushels to the 
acre—2.5 bushels more than in 1955 and nearly 
a bushel an acre above the average for the past 
10 years. 


Iowa farmers in 1956 planted 5 per cent 
fewer acres to corn, and yet harvested just 
about as many bushels as they did in 1955. 


Many of them, it should be remembered, have 


been staying out of the federal corn program 
which requires a cut in acreage. But the steadily 
inereasing-yield of new hybrids was enough to 
offset drouth and a voluntary reduction of 
acreage, and over the long run it probably 
would be enough to offset acreage cuts under 


~ 
. 


a federal program. That has been the expe 
rience with other crops. When surpluses pile up, 
acreage controls are inevitable in an effort to 
avoid creating new surpluses. But experience 
shows that they offer no permanent solution to 
the farm problem. 
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The Missing Element 

A congressional review of “tight money” and 
all the ramifications of national economic policy 
will be véry much in order when Congress meets 
next month. The key to the controversy was indi- 
cated by William McChesney Martin Jr., board 
chairman of the Federal Reserve System, in his 
interview with the Post-Dispatch when he readi- 


‘ly conceded that high interest rates are not only 


hurting individuals and small business, but will 
delay or even prevent the construction of 
needed schools, hospitals and highways. 


In a period of full employment which is tend- 
ing always to spill over into inflation, interest 
rates have to be high and credit policy calculated 
to apply steady brakes to over-expansion. When 
the brakes are on, some individuals and some 
businesses are bound to be hurt. Yet to release 
the brakes and let inflation rip would hurt a 
great many more. Mr. Martin and his associates 
are exactly right, therefore, in trying to hold 
the price level and to keep demands for goods 
and services in rough balancé with the supply 
of labor and resources available. 

But when this has been said only half the 
problem has been dealt with. Given the need 
for a balance between total demands and total 
resources, there is also a need for distributing 
productive effort in the most desirable way, and 
this is something that present credit policy does 
not begin to cope with. 


New schools are badly needed now, not 10 
years hence. The highway system urgently de- 
mands overhaul now. There are unpostponable 
needs for new hospitals, new homes, and other 
facilities that contribute to public welfare. If it 
is true that the nation can have only so much of 
all these things in one period, it is also true 
that we need some way of allocating resources 
to make sure that the most urgent demands, 
from a social point of view, are satisfied. 


To say otherwise is to suggest that many of 
these needs for schools and highways and hospi- 
tals can be met only in times of depression, 
when the economy is not fully employed by the 
private demands of consumers and business. But 
some of the needs cannot wait too long. We 
must find a way to meet them in a period of 
full employment—and find it without pushing 
prices and costs into a disastrous upward spiral. 

A country which has enough steel to waste on 
over-sized automobiles with useless tail fins 
cannot afford to admit that it lacks the steel 
for schools and hospitals. A credit and fiscal 
system that supplies labor and resources for the 
first but. not for the others has something seri- 
ously lacking. 
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City and County Contrast 

The City of St. Louis ¢an now list 33 projects 
completed under the 1955 bond issue, with 21 
other projects under construction and seven 
planned. Thus in a year and a half the city has 
used nearly one tenth of the $110,639,000 bond 
issue, and of course this is only a beginning. 

Congratulations are due the city administra- 
tion for its sound planning and alacrity in 
achievement. And by comparison the govern- 
ment of St. Louis county deserves no credit at all. 

More than a year ago, county residents ap- 
proved a $39,712,000 bond issue, including some 
$25,000,000 in road projects. But after a year, 
construction work had not started on one road 
project, and none of the needed right-of-way 
had been acquired. In fact, except for the pur- 
chase of voting machines, the county could 
claim next to no progress on its bond issue. 

As a mark of public leadership, and as a mark 
of the comparative efficiency of city and county 
administration, this contrast speaks for itself. 
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Beefing Up the Show 


Congressional investigators, especially the 
members of the House subcommitte on aggres- 
sion, have added such a heavy touch of melo 
drama to their proceedings that these seem 
closer to “The Perils of Pauline” than to a seri- 
ous search for facts. 

A few days ago two Hungarians gave the com- 
mittee evidence about deportations to Russia. 
The witnesses used assume@ names and wore 
headdresses resembling a neurosurgeon’s band- 
age, not to mention white masks which more or 
less concealed their faces. But pictures were 
promptly sent out to all the nation. 


This was by no means an isolated instance. 
For example, at the committee’s hearings in 
Cleveland last August a Mr. Z appeared in a 
black hood which made him look like a mediéval 
hangman. In New York, a Madam X was ques- 
tioned while she sat behind a screen. A masked 
man also was called to the stand in Detroit. And 
the Senate Internal Securify subcommittee has 
been putting on the same act, 


We freely concede that some refugees from 
Communism must be careful lest by their words 
or deeds they imperil friends or relatives still 
on the other side of the Iron Curtain. Their 
solicitude demands respect. But such individu- 
als can be heard privately. To’the best of our 
knowledge, congressional investigators are not 
nearly as set against executive sessions as they 
might be. 


If prudence is in order, let there be real pru- 
dence. Actually, the testimony given under an 
assumed name and from behind a mask cannot 
be truly impressive to those who know nothing 
about the identity and credibility of the witness. 
The touch of melodrama hardly enhances the 
investigators’ work. The nickelodeon manner 
may draw a bigger crowd. But what does that 
have ‘to do with the work in hand? 
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How Montreal Handles Snow 

It's that season again—the time of year when 
St. Louisans habitually take to trembling at the 
thought of what an inch of snow on a normal 
working day might do to the flow of traffic. Bit- 
ter experience has taught them it can do plenty. 
The recent ice storm struck early Saturday, a 
free day for most people, and so did not present 
the disastrous conflict between traffie and the 
weather that St. Louis so frequently experiences. 

Montreal has the prescription for wintertime 
peace of mind. The Canadian city suffers from 
(or enjoys, depending upon your age) the heavi- 
est snowfall each winter of any metropolis larger 
than 1,000,000 population, but it has never had 
a day in recent years when a storm halted home 
milk deliveries. An immediate start is what 
counts. “If you don't keep ahead of a snowstorm 
you're lost,” Montreal roads’ director warns. 

That ought to suggest a course of action to 
the responsible department head in the St. Louis 
City Administration. If Sf. Louis can keep ahead 
of the snow on such main arteries as Gravois, 
Natural Bridge and the Express Highway, it 
would be something in the nature of 4 munic- 
ipal victory over nature,

Between Book Ends 


Razor Sharp Ribbing 


GO IN BEAUTY, by William Eastlake. 
(tlarper, 279 pgs., $3.50.) 


The human comedy rarely finds an 
interpreter who mingles a tongue-in- 
cheek amusement with the lonely story 
of man’s life and death, laughing at 
man’s foibles while sensing the tragic 
impermanence of human yearnings. Al- 
though what William Eastlake has to 
say in this, his first novel, doesn’t come 
through clearly, he exhibits a whole at- 
titude toward his creations. He is en- 
tertained yet touched by their hurts 
and yearnings. 

This quality of detached, yet sympa- 
thetic irony carries a conviction that 
Mr. Eastlake has a gift to be cultivated 
and encouraged. For most young nov- 
elists today have to be deeply tragic and 
overcome with the uselessness of it all 
—and seldom know how to laugh. 

In the Indian country of the West we 
find two white brothers, bound to each 
other by fraternal love and jealousy. 
There they grow 
up, there George 
rescues Alex from 
an old mine shaft. 
» There Alex steals 
his brother’s wife 
and flees with her 
to Europe. After 
books and success, 
he returns with 
Perette to thé other 
side of the border, 
near and still so 
far from his be- 
loved Indian coun- 
try. 

The love of the 
exiled pair com- 


William Eastlake 
pletes its slow living death, and Alex 


comes to his own end. For all his 
wandering, only death can bring him 
home again to the brother he wronged 
—and to the land he loved. Conscious- 
ness of this unparalleled Western land- 
scape runs through each page. 

This is several novels in one. The 
surface story, founded in Freudian com- 
plex, runs deep in its revelation of the 
human need for requited love, of man 
for man, surpassing the physical pas- 
sion of the sexes. On another level, it 
is a rollicking satire. In sure-footed 
writing, it traces the relationship of 
the modern Navajo, The People, and 
the whites whom they accept. 

In the priceless take-off on the con- 
temporary scene—the sure, perfectly 
timed episodes of the Hollywood direc- 
tor, the D. H. Lawrence cult at Taos, 
the Little Magazines and Art with a 
big A—is razor-sharp ribbing. A little 
of it may be too wise, especially an in- 
credible tribe of smart Indians with 
even more ineredible names of More- 
Wives-Than-Anyone and Quicker-Than- 
You and Coyotes-Love-Me. But mostly 
it’s the driest, most irreverent and rib- 
tickling humor to appear in a first 
class novel for ages. COLLIER FORD. 


A Dwindling Field 
THE BEST SCIENCE FICTION STORIES 
AND NOVELS OF 1956, edited by T. E, 
Dikty, (Frederick Fell, 256 pags., $3.50.) 


Although it may have been noticed 
by only a few, the publication of science 
fiction has dwindled to only a fraction 
of what it was two or three years aco, 
A number of science fiction magazines 
went under last year including one that 
had been published since 1929. The an- 
thologies that could be counted by the 
dozen before, have diminished to the 
point that Dikty’s is one of the few that 
appeared this year. 

It would be nice to be able to say 
that with the decrease in quantity there 
has been a gain in quality, but this an- 
thology does net show it. The fifteen 
stories included have been drawn from 
seven different magazines and range 
from peor to good. It rather appears 
that certain of the magazines may be 
holding on te their best stories for their 
own anthologies. 

However, for the science fiction en- 
thusiast Dikty does = an excel- 
lent review of the developments dur- 
ing 1956 in both science and sciéfice 
fiction, and appends a joes list of 
science fiction titles pu ed in 1955. 
For the casual reader of science 
there will probably be better 
forthcoming.

Without the background of the church 
service, without the carols and the candles and the holly 
and pine, the celebration would be empty of its true values.

“This is a time when we must 
observe calm dignity and wise 
restraint,” he said. “Emotions 
must not run wild.”
